The inventor, Mr. Frederick Marriott, has 
been working for eighteen years on the 
idea. It has also received.the attention, for 
some years, of such distinguished scientific 
gavans, as Dr. Faraday, and the Duke of 
Argyle, and others of England, who .have 
spent large sums of money, and have or- 
ganized the Aeronautical Society of Great 
Britain, to secure this great end. 

If the problem is really solved, and steam 
air navigation is a fact, it is certainly one 
of the impertant discoveries of the age; 
and Marriott will stand with Fulton, the 
steamboat inventor. 

The vessel is thus described : 

THE AERIAL CakRIAGE.—The carriage, 
which is merely a large working model, is 
a balloon, shaped like a cigar, both ends 
coming toa point. Itis thirty-seven feet 
long, eleven feet from top to bottom, and 
eight feetin width. These are the meas- 
urements at the centre of the balloon, from 
which point it gradually tapers off toward 
either end. Around the balloon length- 
wise, and alittle below the centre, is a light 
framework of wood and cane, strongly 
wired together and braccd. Attached to 
this frame, and standing up as they a- 
proach the front of the carriage, are two 
wings. one on either side. They are each 
five feet wide at a little back of the centre 
of the carriage, and do not commence to 
narrow down until they approach the 
front, where they come tu a point. These 
wings are madé of white cloth fastened to 
a light framework, which is braced secure- 
ly by wires. The main frame is secured 
in place by means of strong ribbons, which 
go over the balloon and are attached to cor- 
responding portions of the frame on the 
other side. Tothe frame at the hind part 
of the carriage is attached a rudder, or 
stearing gear, which is exactly the shape

at right angles. This, when raised or low- 
ered. elevates or depresses the head of the 
carriage when in motion; and when turn- 
ed from side to side, guides the carriage as 
a rudder does a boat. At the centre and 
bottom of the balloon is an indentation or 
space left in the material of which it is 
built, in which the engine and machinery 
are placed on framework. The engine and 
boiler are very diminutive specimens, but 
they do their work handsomely. The boil- 
er und furnace are together only a little 
over a foot long, four inches wide and five 
or six inches in height. Steam is generat- 
ed by spirit lamps. The cylinder is two 
inches in diameter and has a three-inch 
stroke. The crank connects by means of 
cog-wheels, with tumbling rods which 
lead out to the prepellers, on either side of 
the carriage. The propellers are each two- 
bladed, four feet in diameter, and are 
placed in the framework of the wings. 
The boiler is made to carry eight pounds 
of steam. When not inflated, the carriage 
weighs eighty-four pounds. The balloon 
has a capacity for 1 feet of gas. When 
inflated and ready fora flight, it is calcu- 
lated to have the carriage weigh from four 
to ten pounds. 

The trial trip seems to have been success- 
iul enough to prove that the discovery is 
beyond failure, and that the time is not far 
distant when our people will be traveling 
about all through the air as easily 
as they can now thread the sea, and 
journey over the land. While the iron 
horse is extending his range and pen- 
etrating every cranny of the world, 
and while ships coverthe pathless, ocean, 
may we not look to see the air tilled with 
great human birds, emulating the feathered 
creation in nuniber and mastery of space. 

The trial trip is thus described: 


In six minutes steam was got up—the 
rudder set to give a slight curve to the 
conrse ofthe vessel—and the valves opened. 
While yet the machine remained, as it 
were, perfectly dormant. resting upon the 
floor with less than sulflicient Buoyancy to 
raise itself—requiring ‘ulditional aid to 
relieve it from connection with carth—the 
machinery was put in motion and the pro- 
pellers eommenced their revolutions. At 
once life was imparted to the whole body, 
and it arose promptly and gracefully and 
took its flight into the air under guidance 
of the rudder, thus estabiishing the as- 
tounding fact that it had power and could 
fly, and giving proo! that the grand prob- 
lem had been solved. The carriage mounted 
nearly to the roof with 4 tirmness and 
steadiness equal to the movements of an 
ocean steamer on smoothe water. The 
guests cheered long and loud, and many 
fairly danced with delight at the success. 
The trip back and forth was performed 
several times with the same success. 

Within ashort time, the first large steam 
vessel will be completed by the Aerial 
Steam Navigation Company. and the whole 
matter will be more fully tested. 

The above experiment is considered to 
have established the following facts: 

“First, the effective power developed by 
thd propellers is greater than the esti- 
mated power, according to the formule of 
zero-dy namics: and, second, the ytmuspher- 
ic resistance encountered by the vessel was 
less than had been calculated, (but this is 
undoubtedly due to error of calculation ;) 
consequently the speed attained was high- 
er than was estimated, and at the next 
trial, when the effective heating surface of 
the boiler will be increased, a further con- 
siderable increase of speed will be attain- 
ed. Some doubt had been entertained as to 
the facility of steering the vessel. That is 
shown to be the easiest part of the busi- 
ness. She obeys the deflections of the rud- 
der with extreme sensitiveness, and is un- 
der the most complete control conceivable 
or possible.”
